We have received considerable re- 
sponse to the advertising of our senior 
yearling National Class Leaders. This 
has been particularly true from breeds 
which do not have class leaders for the 
senior yearling age and they are in- 
cluded as junior two-year-olds. For 
this reason some questioned the “re- 
gardless of breed” class leader status— 
as well as the level of production. 

In addition to the highest 1976 
DHIR lactation herd average on our 
Guernseys of 16,387M — 4.5% — 
741F, we also had the high herd 
lactation average for registered Hol- 
steins for the testing year ended April 
30, 1976 with 24,685M — 2.9% — 
723F. 

Although we had outstanding pro- 
duction with our Holsteins, we have 
sold them and now have only Guer- 
nseys and one Jersey. The Holsteins 
did not produce a quality of milk 
needed by our consuming public, and 
in addition, they ate more, they kick- 
ed more, and they stayed dirty. Even 
more importantly, they did not make 
the overall profit our Guernseys did 
and still do. 

We sold 14 Holsteins in September, 
1976 and in the same month replaced 
them with nine Guernseys and one 
Jersey. Even though we shipped fewer 
total pounds of milk, the three com- 
plete months after the change we were 
within $168.69 gross income to deposit 
in the bank. 

But, here is a matter of great impor- 
tance — less money was also spent on 
feed. We purchased ten tons of feed 
each three weeks instead of ten tons 
each two weeks! 

Previousiy, 59 cows, including the 
14 Holsteins, consumed 30 tons of feed 
each six weeks compared to 20 tons 
by the 55 cows we had during the 
month for which we listed receipts. 

We would like to extend a special 
invitation to attend the North Carolina 
— South Carolina Guernsey Field Day 
to be held at Dardenella Farm, Orange- 
burg, S. C., on Tuesday, June 28, 1977. 
We will enjoy showing the nation’s 
number one Guernsey herd for milk.

WORK TO PRODUCE 


QUALITY MILK EVERY DAY 


MILK CONSUMERS are demanding a nutritious, tasty 
product with a long shelf life. To provide it, milk processors 
are demanding higher quality raw milk from milk producers. 

“There is nothing a dairy processor can do to make poor 
quality raw milk into good quality pasteurized milk,” dairy 
consultant C. E. Lawrence told a dairy fieldman’s conference 
at Michigan State University recently. He added that the 
producer often determines whether a product will be a 
success or a failure. 

Improper cooling and poor sanitation are the two most 
common causes of low quality raw milk. 

Contaminated milking equipment, bulk storage tanks and 
lines are major sources of bacteria in milk, pointed out 
Rosemary Zissen, quality control technician with Detroit 
Pure Milk. The producer can retard the growth of these 
bacteria with proper cooling. Failure to cool the milk quickly 
enough or cold enough — 34-38 degrees F — promotes the 
growth of the bacteria and can lead to rejection by the 
processor. 


“Cooling does not destroy the bacteria,’ she emphasized. 


“But it does slow the growth rate and preserves the quality of 


the milk until it can be processed.” 

“Bacteria count is only one of the criteria used to decide 
whether milk will be accepted or rejected,’ Lawrence said. A 
clean aroma, a clean and refreshing flavor, a history of being 
held at no higher than 40 degrees F, and freedom from 
antibiotics are others. 

“A moldy odor in raw milk is a good clue that the milk 
hasn’t been properly cooled,” he said. “When we detect the 
odor of moldiness, we start looking for other problems.” 

“There are lots of ways for improper cooling of raw milk 
to occur,” Rosemary Zissen observed. “The farmer might just 
forget to turn on the cooler right away after milking. Or a 
mechanical failure could occur. The equipment may not be 
adequate to bring the temperature down quickly enough. Or 
the farmer may erroneously think that when the temperature 
outdoors is cold, it isn’t necessary to be concerned with 
cooling.” 

Milk storage tanks are insulated, however, she pointed out, 
so that, even when the outdoor temperature is -10 degrees, 
the refrigeration unit must be turned on to cool the milk 
properly. 

As an aside, she noted that Detroit Pure Milk rejects more 
milk in the winter than in the summer. She surmised that 
farmers are more aware of the necessity of cooling milk 
quickly when the weather is hot. Less milk would be rejected 
by processors if producers were more careful about sanitation 
and proper cooling. 

Raw milk need not be highly contaminated with bacteria, 
Lawrence pointed out. “In fact,” he declared, “raw milk can 
be so clean that it can be inoculated and incubated to 
produce cottage cheese or yogurt. Whether it is that clean, of 
course, depends completely on the producer. The quality of 
the raw milk is the foundation of quality in the finished 
product.”’

$2,692.35.

The sale date selected was April 26, 
at which time all owners who planned 
to participate would deliver one ani- 
mal each to be sold at the weekly 
Rawhide Auction, Phoenix. The indivi- 
dual checks in payment for the do- 
nated animals were endorsed over to 
the Guernsey Foundation by the re- 
spective sellers. Some members who 


did not participate with a donated 
animal nevertheless became donors 
with a contribution equivalent to the 
approximate average of the sale. 

President Morris Cooper arranged 
for a barbecue beef luncheon at the 
sale and J. Alton Beeching, 
secretary-treasurer, coordinated the 
project. 

Members of the Arizona Guernsey 
Cattle Club had numerous reasons for 
developing the project, among which 
are — to be actively participating in 
research supported by the Foundation; 
and to create a precedent that might 
be followed in all areas of the country 
to benefit the objectives of the Guern- 
sey Foundation.

Select Sires Has 
Record-Breaking Year 


THE BEST YEAR in Select Sires’ 
history was the way 1976 was 
described at the annual meeting of this 
farmer-owned and controlled federa- 
tion of artificial insemination coopera- 
tives, held March 29—30. The market- 
ing department of Select Sires report- 
ed that during 1976, 1,863,899 units 
of semen were marketed, a gain of 
27.7% over 1975. 


Another _ significant milestone 
reached in 1976 was the fact that the 
weighted Predicted Difference of all 
dairy semen sold by Select Sires was a 
whopping +1 ,007 pounds of milk. 


In order to more efficiently house 
the sires-in-waiting, the Select Sires 
Board of Directors approved a recom- 
mendation to purchase a 227-acre 
farm located within 10 miles of the 
present headquarters. On this farm 
buildings are to be constructed to 
house about 200 bulls. 


In other action, officers were re- 
elected, and Select Sires will once 
again be headed by Jack Dendel, a 
Guernsey breeder from Allegan, Mich., 
as president, and Brainard Palmer-Ball, 
a Holstein breeder from Louisville, 
Ky., as first vice-president.

IN CONJUNCTION with the 1977 
show season, the Nominating Commit- 
tee will again select the six nomina- 
tions for All-American consideration 
from the entries submitted by owners 
of animals that have won first, second 
or third place at the Nationals, 
International and all major shows. 

It is urged that all breeders who 
exhibit first, second and third prize 
animals at any major show have 
pictures taken during 1977, showing 
their animals in a stage of development 
as nearly comparable to their show- 
ring appearance as possible. All entries 
must be accompanied by pictures. 

The Nominating Committee will 
select in December from all the entries 
submitted, the six animals in each of 
the 12 classes, that, in their opinion, 
are most worthy of the title “All- 
American.” 

The six entries in each of the 12 
classes will be pictured in the January 
1978 Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. The 
final selections for All-Americans, 
Reserve All-Americans and Honorable 
Mention All-Americans will be made 
by the approved judges who officiated 
at the 1977 shows. 

The All-American judging contest 
will be run in conjunction with the 
1977 All-American nominations. 
Readers of the Journal will again be 
given an opportunity to match their 
judging skill against the placings of the 
official judges at the 1977 shows. It 
will be fun for all. It will be 
educational. It will focus greater 
attention on type. 

Complete details on the contest will 
appear in the January 1978 Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal at the same time the 
nominations are presented. 
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The following rules will govern the 
Guernsey All-American Program: 
I. Eligibility of Animals 

All registered Guernseys that win 
first at any show, or first, second or 
third prizes at the Nationals, Inter- 
national and all major shows in the 
United States, whether owned in the 
United States or outside the United 
States, and animals owned in the 
United States that win in qualified 
shows outside the United States, are 
eligible to be nominated. 


12 Classes To Be Judged 


Winners in the following classes will 
be recognized: 

Heifer calf, junior yearling heifer 
(NIM), senior yearling heifer (NIM), 
senior yearling in milk, cow, 2 years, 3 
years, 4 years, 5 years or over, junior 
get of sire, senior get of sire, produce 
of dam, best three females. 

It is now standard procedure to 
require and use only head to tail 
alignments in all pictures of group 
classes. 


Il. Nominations 


The responsibility for submitting 
nominations, reporting all placings, 
and appropriate photographs, rests 
with the exhibitors of the animals. 
Pictures must be taken this year and 
represent the animals in a stage of 
development as nearly comparable to 
its show-ring appearance as possible. 
Five by seven-inch black and white 
prints are preferable, however, good, 
clear, well posed, glossy snapshots are 
acceptable (colored prints DO NOT 
usually reproduce satisfactorily).

III. Nominating Committee 


Each year, a Nominating Commit- 
tee of three members will consider all 
of the animals and groups of animals 
that have been nominated and select 
the top six in each class. These six will 
be eligible to receive the All-American 
awards. 


IV. Selection Committee 


The Selection Committee will be 
comprised of the judges who have 
officiated at the Approved Guernsey 
Shows in the United States during the 
year. 

Pictures of the six nominees in each 
class will be sent to each member of 
the Selection Committee, who will 
vote individually by mail, giving his 
first, second and third choices. A 
member of the Selection Committee 
shall not vote in any class in which he 
has a pecuniary interest in one of the 
six nominees, or if one of the six 
nominees comes from the farm by 
whom he is employed. 

Each first place vote shall count 
five points, second place, three points 
and third place, one point. The awards 
shall then be determined in the office 
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of The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
by simple arithmetic. 

The animals and groups receiving 
the highest and second highest number 
of votes shall be given the designation 
of “All-American” and “Reserve All- 
American.” The rating of “Honorable 
Mention” shall be given to each of the 
animals and groups receiving a total of 
eight points or more. 


V. Judging Contest 


The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
will conduct a judging contest using 
pictures of the six animals and groups 
nominated in each class.

The herd has been on DHI test 
since 1945 and DHIR since 1948. It 
has been presented the Gold Star 
Breeder Award four times. At the 
present time the herd consists of 95 
head, of which all are homebred but 
two. The rolling herd average the past 
three years has been over 13,000 lbs. 
milk. The herd is mainly the result of 
using top bulls from Sire Power. Late- 
ly some semen from top A.I. bulls has 
been used. He also has helped sample 
young sires from Sire Power.

GOLDEN GUERNSEY, Inc. 


ON THIS, the 100th Anniversary of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, it 
seems fitting and proper that we pre- 
sent the history ef GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY, Incorporated. While first a divi- 
sion of the Club, and later a subsidiary 
corporation, GOLDEN GUERNSEY is 
only 54 years old. We will attempt, 
more or less in chronological order, to 
record some of the highlights in 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY history.

Association was organized and was 
later incorporated in 1924. 

That same year (1921), again work- 
ing with Mr. Hill and Mr. Moss, the 
first “GOLDEN GUERNSEY Pro- 
ducts” bottle cap was designed and 
used. It featured the Guemsey jug en- 
closed by two circles with the words 
“GOLDEN GUERNSEY Products” 
superimposed on the jug. They first 
used this label on milk produced at

Trade-mark changed to above about 1938. 


No mention is made in any records 
prior to 1920 of any effort to secure a 
brand name or trademark for use on 
milk produced by Guernsey cattle. In 
August 1920, Karl B. Musser was em- 
ployed as Eastern Fieldman for The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. Mr. 
Musser’s_ territory comprised the 
northeastern part of the United States, 
including Ohio. He brought with him 
an idea to organize each state territory 
with its own full-time fieldman on a 
self-supporting basis. His efforts were 
successful. In 1921, working with 
N. H. Hill, W. O. Moss and other Ohio 
leaders, the Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ 
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Halfred and Gledka Farms of Chagrin 
Falls and what is now Shaker Heights, 
a suburb of Cleveland. It is interesting 
to note that GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
milk has been continuously sold in the 
Cleveland market since that humble 
beginning in 1921. 

The original die for making these 
bottle caps is still in the GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY archives. 

The Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation also had the honor of employ- 
ing the first full-time fieldman, James 
E. Harper, in 1921. He left in 1923 to 
become associated with the Massachu- 
setts Guernsey Breeders’ Association, 


and in March 1923 was followed in the 
Ohio territory by Floyd S. Barlow. 

W. E. Davis, hired as a fieldman for 
the New York Guernsey Breeders’ 
Association in 1922, began working 
with Mr. Barlow immediately on a 
trademark and plan to promote the 
sale of Guernsey milk. This trademark, 
“Guern-Z-Gold” was not actually 
used, but plans were made for its de- 
but to be in the summer of 1923. 


On the evening of May 15, 1923, 80 
people met to consider a trademark 
for Guernsey products, resulting in the 
following resolution which was to be 
submitted to the Annual Meeting of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
the next day: “Resolved—that it be 
recommended that the Executive 
Committee secure legal protection for 
Guernsey products, first and primarily 
for purebred Guernsey cows, and sec- 
ondarily, but quite as important, for 
grade Guernsey products, which are 
understood to be produced from cows 
sired by purebred bulls and having 
breed characteristics of Guernsey 
cattle.” 

On May 16, 1923, Karl B. Musser 
was made Secretary-Treasurer of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. Mr. 
William H. Caldwell, who had been the 
secretary-treasurer, was elevated to the 
position of Vice-President. The Execu- 
tive Committee instructed Vice-Presi- 
dent Caldwell to secure legal assistance 
and to perfect the trademark 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY Products, 
which had been in continuous use by 
Halfred and Gledka Farms in Ohio 
since 1921. Mr. Caldwell made a ship- 
ment of GOLDEN GUERNSEY Pro- 
ducts from his own farm in Peter- 
borough, N.H., to Boston, Mass., in 
September 1923. This established the 
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fact that GOLDEN GUERNSEY Pro- 
ducts had been used in interstate com- 
merce so that The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club could secure federal regis- 
tration of the trademark. 


In August 1923, a special meeting 
was held between the Ohio and New 
York Guernsey Breeders’ Associations 
and the officers of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, including the 
president, vice-president, and the new 
secretary-treasurer. The Ohio and New 
York Associations agreed not to use 
their proposed “‘Guern-Z-Gold” trade- 
mark, and instead, to adopt and use 
the GOLDEN GUERNSEY Products 
trademark then being perfected by 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club. 
It was further agreed that the Ohio 
and New York Associations be reim- 
bursed by the Club for any expenses 
incurred in preparing the “Guern-Z- 
Gold” trademark for registration. 

Registration was completed in 
Washington, D.C., on September 23, 
1923, and subsequently registered in 
the various states. 

On this same date, Massachusetts 
was granted the first agency contract. 
Ohio and New York Associations were 
granted licenses later in the year. 


The period of 1924—1929 was one 


of little change for GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY. Anyone could use _ the 


trademark, and no fees were charged 
for its use. No records of sales were se- 
cured during this time and we have no 
idea of how much milk was actually 
sold as GOLDEN GUERNSEY. 

E. L. Westover was the first man in 


charge of GOLDEN GUERNSEY, 
bearing the title of Special Milk Repre- 
sentative, from 1926 until January 1, 
1928, at which time he terminated his 
services with the Club. 


He was succeeded by W.W. Fitz- 
patrick>one of the three original field- 
men employed by the Club. His title 
was Milk Marketing Specialist. Because 
no set rules and requirements had been 
established for the production and 
marketing of Guernsey milk under the 
trademark, the organization was 
plagued with many infringements, 
some of which were not settled until 
1951. 

On October 15, 1929, the trade- 
mark “GOLDEN GUERNSEY Milk 
Products” was granted to The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. A definite 
service of providing mat service on 
three newspaper campaigns, plus free 
distribution of literature was rendered, 
marking the beginning of a program 
for marketing GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
milk. New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and 
Wisconsin Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tions became interested in the pro- 
gram, and in 1930, took over 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY activities in 
their respective states.

During the depression of 1930, 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk sales not 
only held their own, but made a satis- 
factory increase. The Indiana Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association was made a 
supervisory organization. 

In 1931, Illinois and Michigan asked 
to be included in the Indiana and Ohio 
supervisory agreements. Also a new 
policy of requiring two farm inspec- 
tions annually, with a score of not less 
than 85 percent, was carried out with 
the cooperation of these supervising 
agencies. Arrangements were com- 
pleted to begin national advertising in 
Good Housekeeping magazine. With 
increased sales, a larger and better ad- 
vertising program could now be offer- 
ed to distributors of GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk. 

The year 1933 found national ad- 
vertising expanding into the Ladies’ 
Home Journal, The Milk Dealer, Better 
Homes and Gardens, and the Journal 
of the American Medical Association 
in addition to Good Housekeeping. 

In 1934, a subsidiary corporation to 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club 
was formed. GOLDEN GUERNSEY, 
Incorporated was established as a non- 
profit agricultural corporation, duly 
incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Connecticut. The purposes for 
which GOLDEN GUERNSEY, Incor- 
porated was formed are: 


(1) To promote the interest of the 
breed of Guernsey cattle by such law- 
ful means as may be expedient and 
proper, including checking the quality 
of milk sold under the label “GOLD- 
EN GUERNSEY” and by educating 
the public to the merits of Guernsey 
milk. 


(2) To receive, use, and license the 
use in the United States of America, or 
any of its territories or possessions, of 
such trademarks, trade labels or insig- 
nia of quality of milk produced by 
Guernsey cattle and dairy products 
made therefrom as may from time to 
time be owned by it or held by it as 
licensee or agent of other persons, as- 
sociations and corporations who are 
interested in promoting the interest of 
the breed of Guernsey cattle. 


(3) To receive a fee for the use of 
such trademark and labels, such fee to 
be expended for the soie purpose of 
promoting the sale of and checking the 
quality of Guernsey products, and pro- 
tecting the trademark and label. 


In 1934, following the resignation 
of Mr. Fitzpatrick to become manager 
of Quail Roost Farms in North Caro- 
lina, Herman R. Hill was employed as 
Sales Manager. He was given the dubi- 
ous honor of filing the first trademark 
infringement suit by GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY, Incorporated in Novem- 
ber 1934.

In 1935, as a result of a petition by 
a committee representing the states of 
Maryland, Delaware, and Virginia, an 
office was established in Washington, 
D.C., under the direct supervision of 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY, Incorporated. 
All income from the sales of milk 
under the trademark was remitted to 
the national office to defray a portion 
of the expenses involved, while the 
balance was to be advanced by Execu- 
tive Committee action of The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. 

Arthur W. Telfer was employed as 
National Sales Manager in 1937 and 
continued until 1942. This was also 
the year that GOLDEN GUERNSEY, 
Incorporated and The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club were segregated 
completely, due largely to more space 
being needed by the Club. Quarters 
were secured outside the Club build- 
ing. The directors approved a service 
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fee charge of five cents per hundred 
quarts in Open Territory. Articles of 
Incorporation were drawn, and the be- 
ginnings of making GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY, Incorporated a self-supporting 
entity were taking shape. Accounting 
procedures were revised and placed in 
the hands of an auditor separate from 
the Club. In 1938, the trademark was 
sold by The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club to GOLDEN GUERNSEY, Incor- 
porated for “‘one dollar and other con- 
siderations.” 

The GOLDEN GUERNSEY Advi- 
sory Council was organized in 1937 to 
act as a supervising body and make 
recommendations to the Board of 
Directors on the policies of GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY, Incorporated. It was to 
have nine members, and in 1940, it 
was voted that all Advisory Council 
members must be producers of GOLD- 
EN GUERNSEY milk. This Advisory 
Council has evolved over the years into 
what is now the GOLDEN GUERN-

SEY Committee. The names of the 
present members of this committee 
can be found listed in the front sec- 
tion of the Guernsey Breeders’ Jour- 
nal. 

In 1939, Elsworth W. Bunce, who 
had been Advertising Manager for both 
the Club and GOLDEN GUERNSEY, 
was made General Manager of GOLD- 
EN GUERNSEY, Incorporated. He 
also assumed the duties of National 
Sales Manager, following Mr. Telfer’s 
resignation in 1942, until the activities 
of both the Club and GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY were reorganized in 
1946. At that time he became Director 
of Promotion for both organizations. 

Growth in the South led to the dis- 
continuance of the Washington, D.C. 
office. New regions were set up with 
one representative taking care of Mary- 
land, Delaware, and Washington, D.C., 
and another being in charge of work in 
Virginia and West Virginia. 

When the new organization was per- 
fected in 1946, J. Frank Johnson, 
former field representative in the 
Maryland—Virginia territory and later 
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Robert Max 
1967-1971 


Regional Supervisor for the Southeast, 
was made Director of Milk Marketing. 
That same year, responsibility for the 
production and sales of GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY milk was assumed by the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Associations in the 
states of California, Illinois, Maryland, 
North and South Carolina, and Vir- 
ginia, respectively. 

The registration of the trademark 
and trade name GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY was completed in October 1949, 
under the provisions of the Lanham 
Act. This official recognition by the 
federal government of our ownership 
of the trademark and trade name, 
made it possible to correct a number 
of outstanding infringements of long 
standing. 

Another GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
milestone was the passage of the 10th 
amendment to the by-laws of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club at the 
1949 Annual Meeting. This amend- 
ment gave recognition of the value as 
an asset of the trademark. The Execu- 
tive Committee was instructed to can- 
cel the registration papers on all cattle 
owned directly or indirectly by any- 
one using the words GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY or the trademark consist- 
ing of the Guernsey jug with the words 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY superimposed 
upon it, both for producers of and dis- 
tributors of milk, dairy products, or 
other articles of commerce, without 
said producer or distributor first being 
licensed or authorized to do so by 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY, Incorporated, 
its successor or successors. In addition 
to cancellation of registration papers 
such persons were denied further use 
of the Herd Register and other facili- 
ties of the Club. 

Homogenized GOLDEN GUERN- 
SEY was first permitted in 1949 and 
was Offered by more than 50 distribu- 
tors, although it took much soul 
searching by the Advisory Council, be- 
fore such a decision was made.

GOLDEN GUERNSEY Skim was 

permitted in 1951, providing that the 
distributor was also using the GOLD- 
EN GUERNSEY trademark. It was not 
permissible to sell trademark skim 
only. 
GURNZGOLD was used at first on 
Guernsey milk having at least 0.5% fat, 
but no more than 3.7% fat, but is to- 
day recognized as a low-fat, high- 
solids-non-fat product usually sold as 
2% fat. First used October 1959.

GUERNSEY ROYAL is generally 
sold in the 3.7%—3.5% fat range, and 
was first used in California in August 
1960. 

GURNZSKIM was first used in in- 
terstate commerce July 1962. 

These trademarks, it was thought, 
should enable a distributor to have a 
complete line of Guernsey trademark 
products to meet all market conditions 
and competition. It was no longer 
necessary for a distributor to use all of

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the trademarks. He could pick those 
that he felt would help him the most. 

Again, market conditions changed, 
and a request was made to have some 
sort of trademark with a fanciful name 
to meet competition. This brought 
about the newest trademark, 
“YOUNG & SASSY” first used in Vir- 
ginia, July 15, 1964. 
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Following J. Frank Johnson, W. 
Donald Moffat took over as Director 
of Milk Marketing in 1958. He resign- 
ed in August 1964 to succeed Arthur 
Telfer as fieldman in California. Michel 
“Mike” Stuhlsatz, who had been in 
sales and promotion, calling on distri- 
butors nationwide, became Acting 
Director. He served until 1966, when 
Francis Perry was chosen as the new 
director, starting in January 1967, 
continuing to the end of 1970. Robert 
Max joined the GOLDEN GUERNSEY 
staff in August 1967 and for three and 
one-half years until he resigned on 
April 15, 1971, his help and advice on 
quality control and other plant prob- 
lems was most helpful to many of the 
dairies. At the end of 1970, Edward B. 
Smith, who at one time had been em- 
ployed as a fieldman by The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, began his duties 
as director. He left in November 1973, 
to become manager for a GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY distributor in the South. 

The present director, Darrell 
“Duke” Ehrlich, was and still is, a milk 
representative responsible for an 
eight-state territory in the Midwest. 
Editor’s note: Darrell Ehrlich was ap- 
pointed to represent the GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY, Incorporated trademark 
milk program in the Tri-States Terri- 
tory of the Midwest. Duke is a grad- 
uate in Science and Chemistry, Univer- 
sity of Nebraska. He was in dairy man- 
ufacturing and sales work for eight 
years prior to accepting the position 
with GOLDEN GUERNSEY in 1960. 
Duke was sales supervisor for a 100% 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY Dairy, Skyline 
Farms, Lincoln, Nebraska. 

In 1974 he was promoted to Direc- 
tor of GOLDEN GUERNSEY, Incor- 
porated. He also continues to service 
the Tri-States area. He is well-qualified 
for his position as Director. His out- 
standing work has won him a deserved 
reputation as an expert in the field. In 
1975 at the 98th Annual Meeting of 
The American Guernsey Cattle Club, 
Duke was presented the W. W. Fitzpat- 
rick Memorial Award. This award is 
given in recognition of dedicated ser- 
vice and accomplishments of a Guer- 
nsey field representative. 
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The GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk 
program has been said by some to be 
the most controversial program ever 
started by The American Guernsey 
Cattle Club. From its beginning, trade- 
mark sales have survived the depres- 
sion years, the war years and present- 
day inflation. The year 1929, the first 
year for which records are available, 
showed sales of over fourteen and 
one-half million quarts. In 1966, at the 
peak of retail home delivery, sales had 
grown to two hundred and eighty mil- 
lion quarts. It is significant that of 
8,500 processing plants in 1940, less 
than 1,200 remain in operation in 
1976. 

Acting as agents for GOLDEN 
GUERNSEY, Incorporated at the pres- 
ent time are two state organizations, 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin; one 


GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk represen- 
tative, and six representatives of The 
American Guernsey Cattle Club and 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY, Incorporated. 


Hugh Britt Rhodes Selected to 
the South Carolina Dairy 
Hall of Fame 


IT IS WITH much pleasure that we 
pay tribute to Hugh Britt Rhodes on 
being selected to the 1977 South 
Carolina Dairy Hall of Fame. We ex- 
tend our sincere congratulations and 
best wishes to Britt. 

Britt was born October 5, 1915 at 
Estill, the son of Ellen G. Britton 
Rhodes and Julian E. Rhodes. He 
married Mary Shirer Montgomery of 
Lane, and over the years, theirs has 
been a partnership in every respect. 

He was a staff sargeant in France 
and Germany with the 1374th Engi- 
neers Petroleum Distribution Company 
in World War II. As a part of the 
presentation honoring Britt it was said, 
“As you can see, even then he was 
distributing vital liquids . . . much as 
he is today.” 

He went into dairying in 1951, 
founding the Sedohr Guernsey Farm. 
In 1955, he received a Grassland Farm- 
er award; in 1968, he was awarded the 
first county award for Forage Produc- 
tion Management. He was president of 
the Hampton County Farm Bureau in 
1966, cited for outstanding service to 
that organization in1967, and is still a 
director. He has served in various 
capacities with the Coastal Producers 
Association, was a director several 
terms, and president of that group. 
He’s now a director of the S.C. Coun- 
cil of Milk Producers League, and on 
the Coburg Advisory Committee. 

Britt was elected to the Board of 
Directors of the S.C. Dairy Association 
in 1970, served as president in 1972, 
and reelected as a director in 1976. He 


was first elected to the Board of 
Directors of the American Dairy Asso- 
ciation of South Carolina in 1970. In 
1971, he was elected president and is 
still holding that office. 

In 1974, he became a member of 
the Advisory Committee to the Dairy 
Division of the S.C. Department of 
Health and Environmental Control. 

Britt was on the Estill Town Coun- 
cil 1946—47 and again 1954—66. He 
has been a member of the Sunset 
Masonic Lodge since 1943, master in 
1947 and 1971. From 1934 through 
1975, he was also a volunteer fireman. 

His sense of duty and service extend 
to his church. Or, more importantly, 
perhaps they-start there and range into 
the other areas. Britt is a member of 
the Estill Methodist Church where he 
was church school superintendent 
1946 through 1951. He has served in 
various offices on the official board in 
the church and is presently a lay 
speaker. 

Here is what one of our dairy 
leaders has said about Britt Rhodes: 
“Although he is one of the busiest 
dairymen in South Carolina, he has 
always managed to find the time to 
serve his industry in every way pos- 
sible. He approaches every problem 
with an open mind and an eagerness to 
arrive at solutions that would benefit 
not only the dairy farmers, but the 
entire industry.” 

... “Another of the premier dairy- 
men of this state, one of the real 
leaders who hold our industry together 
and make it work.” 

... “He has a tremendous spirit of 
dedication; his scope of service, not 
only to the dairy industry, but to his 
church, his community, his fellow-

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National Dairy Council Introduces 


New Guide To Good Eating 


THE FOURTH edition of the Guide 
To Good Eating, the food groups post- 
er so widely acclaimed, is on its way to 
nutritionists, educators, dietitians, and 
other health leaders across the nation. 
And, according to National Dairy 
Council President M. F. Brink, Ph.D., 
this sensible approach to food selec- 
tion is also on its way to becoming 
another example of NDC’s nutrition 
education leadership. 

The Guide To Good Eating has been 
a standard in nutrition education since 
1941 when it was first placed with 
leaders. Literally millions of persons 
have learned that nutritionally wise 
food choices should be based on the 
four food groups — the milk group 
being one of the four groups — pic- 
tured on the poster which is used ex- 
tensively in classrooms across the na- 
tion. 

The food groups in the 1977 Guide 
are listed as the milk group, the meat 
group, the fruit-vegetable group, and 
the grain group. The latter name was 
used to replace the breads and cereals 
group since it is more inclusive of the 
foods found in that group. 

Another major change in the new 
edition is the inclusion of photographs 
of foods outside the traditional food 
groups. These foods and condiments 
such as ketchup, oil, and salad dressing 
are listed as “others.” They are not 
listed as a “group” since there is no 
“common denominator” to the items. 
For example, foods in the milk 
group—milk, yogurt, cheese—all contri- 
bute calcium to the diet. 

The addition of “others” to the 
Guide was considered an improvement 
since teachers are often questioned 
about foods in that category. In the 
past, there was merely an explanatory 
statement printed on the Guide saying 
that “This is the foundation for a good 
diet. Use more of these and other 
foods as needed for growth, for acti- 
vity, and for desirable weight.” 

Dr. Brink says that the addition of 
“others” and the use of the term 
“srain group” will do doubt become 
the standard of the future, and that 
other organizations such as USDA may 
well follow NDC’s leadership in this re- 
gard. 

The 1977 Guide was developed by 
NDC in cooperation with affiliated 

Dairy Council units and a number of 
outside consultants. The poster can be 
folded to 8% x 11 inches for easy mail- 
ing and filing, and the format was de- 
signed for best application in teaching 
situations. 

The reverse side of the poster ex- 
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plains how the body uses the nutrients 
supplied by the four food groups, and 
recommends the number of servings of 
each food group for various categories 
of people. 

A teacher/leader guide is available 
to show how the Guide To Good Eat- 
ing can be used in a number of teach- 
ing situations and how various activi- 
ties in nutrition education can be plan- 
ned. 

The Guide To Good Eating is an- 
other example of NDC materials which 
keep the dairy industry’s unique nutri- 
tion message prominent in the nation’s 
classrooms. 


Walter F. Frahm Receives MSU 
Distinguished Service Award 


A LIFELONG Frankenmuth area 
dairyman is a recipient of the Michigan 
State University College of Agriculture 
and Natural Resources Distinguished 
Service Award. 

Walter F. Frahm, 12850 Bradley 
Road, who operates Elmwood Farms, 
a 70-head Guernsey operation of 500 
acres with his brother Ralph, is one of 
four Michigan residents to receive the 
award. The others are Marvin and 
William DeWitt, Zeeland, owners of 
Bil-Mar Foods, Inc.; and A. Edwin 
Baur, senior vice-president, First Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Co. of Michigan, 
Kalamazoo. 

The awards, made annually since 
1954 during MSU Farmers’ Week, are 
given to persons making outstanding 
contributions to their local and state 
community. The presentations were 
made Thursday, March 24, during the 
President’s Luncheon by Dr. J.A. 
Hoefer, acting dean of the college. 

Walter’s interest in agriculture began 
when he was enrolled in vocational 
agriculture at Frankenmuth High 
School. After graduation and after 
serving as a medical corpsman in the 
U.S. Army 18 months, he entered 
MSU for one year and then decided to 
study in the agricultural shortcourses 
available at the time. He completed 
four of them and likes to joke with his 
children that he has four degrees from 
Michigan State University. 

The course content apparently 
serves him well because he and his 
brother have a reputation for using the 
most modern concepts of technology 
in farming and applying business prin- 
ciples to agriculture. Others recognize 
that ability. Walter was named the 
Saginaw County Outstanding Young 
Farmer by the Jaycees in 1955 and 
was chosen Michigan Dairyman of the 
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Year by MSU’s dairy science depart- 
ment in 1975. 

But his continuing interest in agri- 
culture has led him to be involved in 
many activities off the farm. Some of 
these include: director, Farm Bureau 
Services; director, Farm Bureau Insur- 
ance Co.; chairman, State Farm Bu- 
reau Crops Committee. 

He was secretary-treasurer of the 
Saginaw Dairy Herd Improvement As- 
sociation for 10 years and secretary of 
the Saginaw Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation four years. Other association 
activities include past secretary of the 
Michigan Guernsey Breeders, of which 
he is now president. He is president of 
the Michigan Purebred Dairy Cattle 
Association, and has been president 
and a member of the Frankenmuth 
Board of Education for 17 years. He 
also served as Deacon and Elder of the 
Warren Church, Saginaw, for many 
years. 

A very strong advocate of the land- 
grant philosophy and Michigan State 
University, he has always been willing 
to serve the university. One example 
was his leadership in obtaining special 
legislative funds for the MSU Calf 
Mortality Project, which is seeking a 
remedy for the high rate of calf deaths 
on Michigan farms. 

He is also a member of the dairy 
advisory committee in which produc- 
ers and industry representatives work 
with dairy science department leaders 
toward a continued improvement of 
Michigan’s dairy community. Walter’s 
father and brother have also been on 
this committee. 

He and his wife, Sally, were married 
in 1949 in Saginaw. They have five 
children: Susan is married and lives 
with her husband in St. Charles, Mis- 
souri. They have one child. Walter 
Joseph, or “Joe,” is working with his 


father on the farm. Barbara is em- 
ployed at Frankenmuth. Charles is a 
first-year student in MSU’s Ag-Tech 
program, and Thomas is a student at 
Frankenmuth High School.

(b) his sire has a USDA Sire Summary of not less than a P.D. of +300 Milk; (c) the dam and maternal grandsire must have Plus values on 


their USDA Index and Summary respectively. 


Below is listed, the (1) young sire’s name and registration number; (2) birth date; (3) Genetic Index or Pedigree Value for Milk and Fat; 
(4) name and address of original owner; (5) name of sire and summary; (6) name of dam and what information is available in the Club’s

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Each spring, the dairy producer 
faces a “new” threat to his herd’s 
health and performance. But it’s the 
same problem he faced the year 
before—and the year before that. 
Each year, fly populations grow, 
irritating and stressing his lactating 
and dry herd. And, there is always the 
possibility of fly-carried disease. 
When face flies appear, pinkeye is a 
major threat. 

Dairymen face numerous 
problems in combating these pests. 
One of the major problems is that 
rigorous fly control often takes a 
back seat to other pressing chores. 
One of the dairyman’s perennial 
complaints, when asked about his fly 
control program, is “there isn’t 
enough time and I didn’t start early

enough.” Mario Mulas, Sonora, Cal. 
milks 725 head a day. His comment is 
typical of dairymen: “We haven't 
sprayed the heifers (this last 
summer). We should but we haven’t. 
We have them scattered all over and 
vou can’t spray them as you should.” 
The dairyman’s basic concern for 
fly control, of course, is that heavy fly 
infestations can cut deeply into 
production and his herd’s well-being. 
James Salverson, Waunakee, Wis., 
knows fly control for his 60-head 
milk herd is important because “it 
helps keep our production up.” 
Gilbert Ries, who averages 15,000 
pounds per cow on his 36-head Hol- 
stein herd, stresses fly control: “If you 
can keep the fly population down, 
you get better milk production.

Fly Control Methods 

Other fly control problems are 
caused by the flies’ different life- 
styles: some pierce the animal’s skin 
and suck its blood, and some don’t. 
Different types attack different parts 
of the animal. Some rest on the 
animal and some visit only for meals. 
And, they reproduce at different 
rates and breed in different places. 
So, the dairyman may have to use a 
variety of pesticide control methods. 

Backrubbers, dustbags, contact, 
space and residual sprays, baits and 
electric fly catchers are all effective— 
if used properly against the right 
pests.

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larvae of all four major pests—house, 
horn, face and stable flies. 

Here is a rundown on the habits of 
the four pests and how they hurt 
production, as indicated by research 
studies: 

Face Flies 

Face flies have only been in the 
U.S. since the early 1950s, but in that 
time have spread widely throughout 
the U.S. Research studies on the 
direct economic effects of face flies 
are lacking because adequate control 
of the adult flies is difficult. They are 
considered a primary transmitter of 
pinkeye, which can cut milk produc- 
tion by 50 percent. 

Face flies feed on the mucous 
membranes of the eyes, nose and lips, 
as well as on saliva deposits and on 
fresh wounds. They do not bite, but 
eight or 10 face flies are enough to 
annoy an animal. A group of animals 
so annoyed may bunch up with their 
heads together and seek shade. The 
face fly avoids entering buildings and 
prefers to feed in sunlight. At any 
given time, only about 10 percent of 
the population may be on animals; 
the other 90 percent will be resting on 
weeds, trees and fences. 
Backrubbers, dustbags and sprays 
are all used in control but many 
university specialists agree there is no 
control method that is highly 
satisfactory against them. 

House Flies 

Like the face fly, the house fly has 
sponging, rather than piercing 
mouthparts. It is not generally 
considered to be directly injurious to 
livestock, although heavy enough 
infestations can cause cattle to bunch 
up and go off feed from aggravation. 
They are responsible for transmitting 
a number of human and livestock 
diseases. Their populations are most 
bothersome when many animals are 
grouped together ina feedlot, barn or 
free-stall situation. Residual sprays 
in buildings, on walls and fences, 
baits and space sprays are all used 
against house fly population buildup. 

Horn Flies 

The horn fly is more of a problem 
on pasture while the stable fly is more 
bothersome in a lot or pen situation. 

Horn fly studies have indicated 
production losses of one quart of 
milk per day per cow when horn flies 
are not adequately controlled. One 
study showed that horn fly control 
boosted per cow production by more 
than 37 pounds during a five-week 
trial. Horn fly infestations have been 
shown to depress weaning weights 
and calves’ rate of gain. They lay their 


eggs only in fresh manure—within 
minutes after it has been dropped. 
Because they spend most of their 
lives on the animal’s back, withers, 
and around the horns, horn flies are 
easily controlled by sprays, 
backrubbers, and dust bags. 


Stable Flies 

Stable flies can have very harmful 
effects on milk production and 
animals’ well-being. They are vicious 
biters, usually attacking the legs and 
underside. Cattle will try to avoid 
them by finding water to stand in. 
They visit the host only for meals, 
which makes contact insecticides less 
effective than they are for horn flies. 
Heavy stable fly attack can reduce 
animals’ vitality and cut milk produc- 
tion 40-60 percent. Residual sprays, 
when applied on buildings, fences 
and other places where these flies 
rest, offer some relief from the stable 
fly. Space sprays are also used 
around enclosed pens. 

To deal with the multiple threats 
these pests represent, Mulas, Salver- 
son and Ries try to maintain sanitary 
conditions and _ use __ insecticides 
against the adult flies. They also tried 
ROL last summer to prevent adult 
population buildup. 

“We are well satisfied with it,” 
Mulas comments. “I think we got at 
least a 50 percent decrease in fly 
numbers (the worst problem around 
here is with stable flies) and maybe an 
80 percent reduction.” Next year, 
Mulas plans to use oral larvicide on 
his heifers too. “You could see the 
difference between those we used it 
on and those we didn’t. Some of 
those dry cows were just loaded with 
flies.” 

Ries says oral larvicide appeared 
to hold down his face fly problem. 
“There were less flies and no maggots 
in the manure,” he says. “In the past 
I’ve had some pinkeye problems but I 
didn’t this year.” 

Salverson cleans his barn daily and 
hauls his manure from a holding pit 
about once a year. “There just wasn’t 
the larvae in the manure, and there 
were less flies,” he says. “The cows 
were more content this year—they 
didn’t just stand around in a group 
and swat flies.” 

None of these producers considers 
oral larvicide a cure-all. Good use of 
pesticides against the adult flies 
and above all, good sanitation— are 
essential for adequate control. But 
with ROL, dairymen are finding that 
controlling the adult flies is much 
easier when there are fewer of them to 
deal with.

QUESTION BOX 


Question: How can we control 
milk fever in our Jerseys? 


I feel there is little that can be 
done to prevent milk fever that 
isn’t already catalogued under 
“good management.” In other 
words if your cows are getting a 
proven balanced diet, good rou- 
ghage and good housing there is 
very little more you can do to 
prevent milk fever. I have had very 
little success with intramuscular 
calcium injections, inverted 
calcium phosphorus ratio feed or 
with massive vitamin D shots. The 
only preventive treatment I could 
recommend for the cow that has 
milk fever every year is to give hera 
bottle of calcium gluconate in- 
travenously right after freshening. 
Hopefully this will prevent the 
disease but even then the cow 
should be kept under close obser- 
vation for 24-48 hours. I see more 
milk fever in over-fat cows. 

Your best method to control 
milk fever is the early detection of 
the condition. The time to treat 
milk fever is before the cow goes 
down. Early symptoms include a 
normal to below normal 
temperature, cold ears and back, 
staggering gait, difficulty in getting 


up, protrusion of the tongue when 
handling and, of course, a sudden 
loss of appetite. This is the time for 
treatment in a hurry. 

While waiting for your 
veterinarian you can do a lot to 
make the patients’ recovery less 
complicated. If she is in a 
stanchion, the cow should be 
bedded extra deep, calcite or sand 
under her bedding, a platform or 
bale of straw to fill up the drop will 
prevent many leg and teat injuries. 
If you can get her into a box stall, it 
should be well bedded with six or 
eight inches of straw or shavings 
and manure. This will allow the 
animal to get up easier and prevent 
slipping with possible nerve injury 
from spliting. 

A word on treating milk fever by 
yourself. In the last few years many 
dairymen have gone to treating 
their own cows for milk fever. I 
could never understand the logic of 
this. Weighing the value of a fresh 
cow against the saving of the price 
of a veterinarian’s call seems 
unrealistically poor economics. 
Milk fever is an acute condition 
which should be handled by a 
professional who understands the 
dangers of improperly given in- 
travenous medication.

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Ferndale Cow Testing Association 
Annual Report Dedicated to Cedric Enos 


THE FOLLOWING dedication ap- 
peared in the 1976 Ferndale, Calif. 
Cow Testing Association Annual Re- 
port: 

This report of our 67th year of 
testing is dedicated to A. C. (Cedric) 
Enos. According to our records, Cedric 
is the first dairyman in our history to 
have tested in his own name for 50 
years. He reached that milestone in 
November of 1976. Cedric has quite a 
story to tell about all those years. 

Cedric was born in Ferndale as the 
oldest son of Antone Enose. Antone 
and his wife-to-be came to America 
independently from the Island of St. 
George in the Portuguese Azores. In 
1911, they purchased the present 
30-acre farm site and the existing 
house and barn were built. Cedric, 
then six years old, was introduced into 
the dairy business. 


During World War I the family 
moved into Ferndale, letting an uncle 
run the dairy. In town the family 
milked five cows. Cedric remembers 
one registered Guernsey he owned that 
he put on official test with The Ameri- 
can Guernsey Cattle Club. The official 
tester visiting the Coppini herd did the 
work. That was the only official test- 
ing in the valley back in those days. In 
November 1926, Cedric decided dairy- 
ing looked pretty good. He returned to 
the dairy and entered into a partner- 
ship with his uncle. They tested as 
Enos and Enos, splitting the testing 
bill along with all others. 

In 1931, Cedric assumed the whole 
herd on the home place and married 
the former Agnes Pedrotti. Agnes was 
also born in the Farndale valley on a 
dairy to parents who both came from 
Switzerland. Cedric and Agnes had 
seven children, raising six to maturity. 
Four of the children are directly in- 
volved in the dairy industry. Agnes has 
provided the steady hand in keeping 
the herd’s registrations straight and 
handling all of the records dairymen 
need to have. 


Cedric’s accomplishments with a 
herd of 20 cows seems remarkable 
today. His children are now pursuing 
their own careers. Two are college 
graduates. Cedric’s vocal support of 
free enterprise is evident in his every 
conversation. He remembers the bru- 
cellosis clean-up program, and oppos- 
ing it as government meddling into his 
own business. He felt any good dairy- 
man could do it on his own without 
indemnity money if the program had 
started anytime but in the middle of 
the Great Depression. The Enoses have 
always milked Guernseys. Cedric’s dad 
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had one of the first two Guernsey 
bulls arriving in the Eel River Valley. 
Cedric and Agnes eventually registered 
the whole herd as their children be- 
came involved in 4-H work. They 
adopted the name of their creamery, 
Valley Flower, as their farm name 
used in registering the cows. Over the 
years Valley Flower cows have won 
many blue and purple ribbons at our 
fairs. 

With his small farm, Cedric has 
always found a use for horses. While 
owning a tractor, he still maintains the 
only active team of work horses in the 
Ferndale area. He has probably been 
photographed more times while using 
his team than any other farmer in the 
valley. Cedric says, “I had to milk 
cows all my life so I could keep my 
horses.” As he works his present team 
of Percherons, you can see the pride 
and devotion he has for the fine 
animals. The team hauls manure daily 
in the winter and clips pastures in the 
summer. 


With the sudden death of a neighbor 
in 1951, Cedric was offered a chance 
to lease more ground and milk more 
cows. For 15 years he dairied across 
the road with 70 cows. But he re- 
turned to the home place in 1965, 
turning the other ranch over to a son. 
There was plenty of work to do at 
home at the time as the greatest flood 
in our recorded history had damaged 
the farm that winter. There was 26 
inches of water in the house and 
desperate yearlings seeking shelter on 
the front porch, ate part of the wood 
trim from the front door. 

Cedric knows it takes feed to make 
milk. Being in a flood area, he puts up 
extra hay, just in case, saving the best 
for his calves.He fertilizes and reseeds 
his pastures as required. His milking 
barn and equipment match the eco- 
nomics of a small farm. While utilizing 
a milk tank, Cedric still uses bucket 
machines when most dairies have con- 
verted to pipelines. 

Cedric is a 50-year member of the 
Humboldt County Dairymen’s Associ- 
ation and a 50-year member of the 
Native Sons. He served as a director 
and president of our testing associa- 
tion in 1944 and 1945. He has served 
as a committeeman to help with coun- 
tywide agricultural stabilization and 
Conservation Program. Cedric is a life- 
long member of the U.P.E.C. Portu- 
guese Lodge and has served on several 
committees for the Holy Ghost Festi- 
val. Cedric and Agnes have belonged to 
the local dance Club for many years. 

Their plans for the future are the 


same as for today. As long as dairying 
is still as much pride as work, they will 
keep at it. Arrangements have been 
made for the oldest son'to take over at 
some later time. Cedric says, “If they 
ever force mandatory Grade A bam 
requirements on every dairy, I'll have 
the last manufacturing milk barn in 
the state.” 

We congratulate Cedric and Agnes 
for their long participation in our 
testing program and wish them many 
more years of their good health and 
involvement with the Ferndale valley 
affairs and the dairy industry.

| DRINK MORE MILK | 
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Cornell Researchers Tap 
Wind Power To Heat Water 


CORNELL UNIVERSITY research- 
ers say that water becomes piping hot 
if agitated continuously in an airtight 
container, and wind can do the churn- 
ing. 

The result will be a supply of hot 
water—an item used daily for cleaning 
and sanitizing milk handling equip- 
ment on dairy farms, among other 
uses. 

“The idea of heating water with 
wind power has been tested successful- 
ly in Cornell experiments, and the 
results show that hot water can be 
produced efficiently,” says Prof. Stan- 
ley A. Weeks, at the N. Y. State 
College of Agriculture and Life Sci- 
ences, Ithaca. 

A full-scale wind turbine to further 
test and demonstrate the feasibility of 
this technique will be constructed 
within a year at the College’s Animal 
Science Teaching and Research Center. 

““A wind turbine using this tech- 
nique is simpler in overall design and 
more efficient in power conversion 
than wind turbines that generate elec- 
tricity,’ Weeks points out. 

Traditional windmills and virtually 
all modern wind turbines are used to 
pump water or generate electical pow- 
er. The proposed system will tum 
wind directly into usable energy. 

Professors Weeks and Donald R. 
Price, both agricultural engineers, are 
working on the system in a three-year 
project, supported by a $148,000- 
grant from the USDA Agricultural 
Research Service and the Energy Re- 
search and Development Administra- 
tion. 

The Cornell wind turbine will be of 
a commercially available type equip-

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ped with high-speed blades about 30 
feet in diameter. The exact dimension 
of the turbine and the type are yet to 
be determined. 

The core of the proposed system 
will be a water-heating unit containing 
a water-churning device which will be 
driven by power delivered by the wind 
turbine. Designs for the various com- 
ponents of this unit are now on the 
drawing board. 

It is expected about 120 gallons of 
hot water will be produced daily if the 
wind speed is 10 miles an hour. This is 
enough hot water for a dairy farm 
with 60 cows. 

If the wind blows harder, produc- 
tion of hot water increases dramatical- 
ly. “With a 20-m.p.h. wind, for ex- 
ample, the output increases eight- 
fold,’ Weeks notes. 

In the Ithaca area, the mean wind 
speed is clocked at around 12 miles an 
hour. The wind blows harder from 
December through March when the 
energy consuption is at its peak. 

“Surplus hot water produced during 
periods of high winds can be used for 
heating farm homes, among other 
uses,” Weeks says. 

On dairy farms, nearly 25 percent 
of the electrical energy is used to heat 
water to clean milk handling equip- 
ment, and the annual requirement for 
electricity per cow totals about 150 
kilowatt-hours. 

“With about 12 million cows in the 
United States, the potential savings for 
this energy use alone would amount to 
approximately 2 billion kilowatt-hours 
a year,” Weeks points out. 

New York is one of the leading 
dairy states in the nation with about 
913,000 milk cows on about 16,500 
farms, thus dairying is the backbone of 
the state’s agricultural industry. 

In addition to heating water, electri- 
city is used for cooling milk, heating 
the milking parlor for operator com- 
fort, and operating vacuum pumps for 
the milking machines. 

“A shortage in electrical supply 
would have serious consequences for 
dairy farmers as well as consumers,” 
Weeks points out. “The proposed wind 
energy system, if successful, will help 
farmers conserve energy and cut down 
on their utility bills significantly.”
